Antung, but were forced to retire af- 
ter 20 minutes of fierce fighting. The 
Japanese now hold the north bank of 
the Yalu from Antung to Lia Shu Kou. 


HAYASHI PRAISES RUSSIANS 
London, May 3.—Baron. Hayashl this 


evening, made public a dispatch from 
General Kuroki, in command of Jap 
anese forces.

RUSSIANS HAVE A DEADLY FIRE TRAP 


TO PREVENT JAPS CROSSING THF YALU. 


Its Composition Is a Closely Guarded Secret, but Rumor Tells of a Trial 


Before t^e Czar. Which W as Eminently Successful.

St. Petersburg, May 3.—Tlie military 


administration has just dispatched to 
the Russian troops on the Yalu appli- 
ances and materials which they hope 
will enable them to obstruct, by fire. 
further Japanese crossing of the river 
The process is a military secret which 
was acquired by the Russian govern- 
ment from the inventor, a colonel of 
engineers belonging to the nobility 01* 
Ihe Baltic nrovinceg. 


The first test, 
which 
cost 40,00'- 


roubles, was carried out some years 
ago during the 
army maneuvers at 


Tsarslcoe Selo, on the Ijora river, ir. 
the presence of the Imperial family 
The sappers threw across the river a 
pontoon bridge composed of disused 
boats. Then a small oily patch war 
seen to appear in the middle of the1 


stream close tp the bridge. It gradu 
ally grew larger, and at the end or 


three minutes the patch was 200 yards 
in length. Flames then burst out. and 
soon they attained an immerse height. 


constituting 
a 
formidable 
curtain 


which completely hid the bridge. The 
l!ames rapidly reached the height of a 
seven-story 
building, throwing on! 


such an intense heal that the onlook- 
ers near the shore were unable to re- 
main there. Even the Czar and his 
suite, at a distance of hr.lf a kilometer 
were incommoded by tbe heat. 


After seven am* a Ea'f minutes the 


working of the apparatus'which caus- 
ed the fire wn<s sropj'ed, the flamo<- 
cliocl away in two minul-es, and it was 
seen that the bridge had been com- 
pletely dest'oj'ed. The arpartus wa- 
invisible to the spectators, and was 
placed 10 kilometers from the bridge 
toward which it was sending a liquid 
prepared by a secret process through 
rubber and canvas tubes buried in the 
earth.

tablishing iiiis apparatus, 
and 
the 


lubes, along tho banks of Yalu, the- 
crossing of the river will bo absolutely 
impossible as lor-g as the apparatus is 
at work.

GAME LAWS 


NOTE THE 
CHANGES 
MADE BY 


LAST LEGISLATURE. 


The Fishing Laws Were Not Serious- 


ly Cnanged and in No Way 


Improved 


Many persons are making inquiry as 


to the fish and game laws ;it Ohio since 
tiie legislature has adjourned. 
In or- 


der that a comprehensive statement of 
tno changes might bu giver, to the pub- 
lic. State Fith and Game Warden J. C. 
Porterh'eld \isitcd the state house and 
obtained a coj.y of t,he new law and 
prepared a comparative summary ot 
the old law. There arc a few changes. 
some of which tire a disappointment to 
the sportsmen. 


The quail beason under the new ]a\v 


i:, made from November 15 to Decem- 
ber 5, five days later than under the 
old law, there being no change in the 
duration of the open season. 


Woodcock and Carolina doves may 


be killed from September 1 to Decem- 
ber 1, a decided change Irani the old 
law. 


Rail birds, 
plover, 
shore birds, 


s.nipe, cluck, swan, goose and coot may 
be killed between Maivh 1 and April 
20 in the spring -mil Soytembei I and 
December 1 in the fall. Under the old 
law, 
duck, goose and coot could be 


killed March 15 to April 20, and Sep- 
tember 1 to December 15. Rail, plov- 
er and snipe were IP season March 10 
to April 20, and November 10 to De- 
cember 1. 


The rabbit season ha& been cliangcit 


to correspond \vilh the quail law, the 
open season being from November 13 
to December 5. The use of ferrets is 
prohibited 
except 
by land-owners 


where rabbits arc found destroying 
fruit or veytpbles. 


Squirrels are in season a month lat- 


er this year, and the period during 
which they maj be killed is ex'.endcc 
15 days. The season begins Septem- 
ber 1 and closes October 15. instead or 
opening August 1 and closing Septem- 
ber 1, as under the old law. 


The limit of ihe game Oag for a 


single Jay is changed by fixing the 
number of squirrel.* which n>riy be 
killed by any one hunter at ter>. The 
number in the case of qnail and other 
birds remains at ^8 per clay. In case 
of duck 23 constitute a bag. No duck 
can be killed on Sunday 01 MonCay, 
nor except between sunrise and F.UB- 
pet on other days. The fee of nonresi- 
dent hunter's license was reduced from 
$25 to $15 per year.

The f.bhing laws are not seriously 


changed and apparently have not been 
improved. It is illegal to catch bass 
during May. bill other fish are not pro- 
ic-cted during t'lo spawning season, so 
tiiat poachers mav say they are fishing 
for anv other variety and keep wha7;

is looking at them when the fish Is 
taken out of the water.

SENSATIONAL RUMOR 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—A sensation- 


al rumor is current this evening that, 
eight Japanese fireships and two tor- 
pedo boats have been sunk by the 
Russians at Port Arthur, while the 
former were trying to bottle up the 
harbor. Two official telegrams hafe 
arrived but have not yet been issued 
to the press. 


DETAILS ARE SIFTING IN. 


London, May 3.—Additional details 


of the Russian repulse on the Yalu 
river on" Sunday- last, continue "to sift' 
in. The Seoul correspondent of the 
Renter Telegram Company, reports 
that after tne defeat at Kiu Lieng 
Cheng, the Russians made a stand at 
Antung, but were fenced to retire af- 
ter 20 minutes of fierce fighting. The 
Japanese now hold the north bank of 
the Yalu from Antung to Lia Shu Kou. 


HAYASHI PRAISES RUSSIANS 
London, May 3.—Baron Hayashi this 


evening, made public a dispatch from 
General Kuroki, in command of Jap 
anese forces. 
It gives the details of 


the fighting that followed the battle 
on the Yalu, after the Japanese' had 
gone in pursuit of the retreating Rus- 
sians. Baron Kuroki says, "On the af- 
ternoon of May 1 the enemy offered a 
stubborn resistance to our pursuit, ad- 
ding 300 to pur causaulties. The en- 
emy fought bravely to the last. Final- 
ly the companies of artillery, bavin? 
lost a majority 
of their men and 
/ 
horses, surrendered, raising a whit* 
flag. Officers taken prisoner asserted 
that a division General Kashturinski

of eleventh and twelfth infantry regl- 
mente and many officers of the artil- 


lery sharpshooters wer killed. Many 
other superior officers were killed o:- 


wounded. 


MAYBE A DELAYED BULLETIN. 
London. May 3.—(Bulletin)—A 'dis- 


patch from St. Peteisburg says: A rit 
mor is current there to the effect that 
another great battle lias occurred near 
the Yalu river between 30,000 Rus 
sians and 80,000 Japanese. x\ccording 
to the rumor the Japanese were vic- 
torious, capturing 30 Russian cannons 
and 2,000 prisoners. Twenty officers 
and about GOO men are reported y> 
have been wounded. 


This rumor may be a belated exag-

RUSSIANS HAVE A DEADLY FIRE TRAP 


TO PREVENT JAPS CROSSING THF YALU. 


Us Composition Is a Closely Guardea Secret, but Rumor Tells of a Trial 


Before tf»e Czar. Which W ns Eminently Successful.

Now Sent to the Front. 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—The military 


administration has just dispatched to 
the Russian troops on the Yalu appli- 
ances, and materials which they hope 


will enable them to obstruct, by fire, 
further Japanese crossing of the river 
The process is a military secret which 
was acquired by the Russian gjvern- 
ment from the inventor, a colonel ot 
engineers belonging to the nobility of 
Ihe Baltic provinces. 


The first test, which cost 40,00'i 


roubles, was carried out some years 
ago during the 
army maneuvers at 


Tsarskoe Solo, on the Ijera river, ir. 
the presence of the Imperial family 
Tho sappers threw across the river a 
pontoon bridge composed of disused 
boats. 
Then a small oily patch was 


seen to appear in (he middle of the- 
stream close tP the bridge. It gradu 
ally grew larger, and at the end of 


three minutes the patch was 200 yard^ 
in length. Flames then burst out. ana 
soon they attained an immense height. 


constituting 
a 
formidable 
curtain 


which completely hid the bridge. The 
Siames rapidly reached the height of a 
seven-story 
building, throwing out 


such an intense heat that the onlook- 
ers near the shore were unable to re- 
main there. 
Even the C'^ar and his 


suite, at a distance of half a kilometer, 
were 'ncomrnoued by the heat. 


After seven and a Ea'f minutes tho 


working of the apparatus'which caus- 
ed the fire was stopped, the flames 
died away in two minutes, and it was 
seen that the bridge had l.een com- 
pletely destroyed. The appartus wa- 
invisible to the spectators, and was 
placed. 10 kilometers from the bridge 
toward which.it was sending a liquid 
prepared by a secret process through 
rubber and canvas tubes buried in the 
earth. 
If the Russians succed in cs 


tablishing this apparatus, 
and 
the 


lubes, along tho banks of Yalu, the 
crossing of the river \viil be absolutely 
impossible as long as the apparatus is 
at work. 


ing tbe war express the same views. 


Much interest is felt as to where 


the rest of the Japanese army Is oper 
ating. Only the first army Is account 
ed for in the fighting along the Yalu. 
It is said on good authority that two 
other armies of 100,000 men each have 
been moblizied and have left Japan: 
Outoi'Je tho war council at Tokyo, and 
perhaps the Russian commanders, no 
body knows where these men are.

they took to mean that in all proba- 
bility another man would be chosen 
1o fill the place, at a later mcetini. 


Dr. Townsend himself was confident 


of his re-election and is said to have 
claimed 6 out of the P votes even as 
late as Monday night. Events proved 
otherwise for when a ballot was taken 
it was found, that he had failed of re- 
election., four voting 
for and 
four 


against him. 


A second ballot was taken which 


also resulted in a tie vote and the 
matter was then dropped. 


The resnlt of the meeting will be to
